Alan, 


I run both 5 watts (cw) and 85 watts (cw) on 160 meters, and find that band 
conditions make all the difference. It seems like my QRP signal is either 
solidly copied (579), or is barely perceptible (219) on the other end. I have 
had solid QRP QSO's with stations out 2000 miles, and other times struggled 
with QSO's a few hundred miles away. 


When it comes to the 85 watts the conditions are still a factor, but there 
seems to be more RST "range." When the band is "i on a winter night, working 


in 
most parts of the country is feasible. It isn't too tough to earn a WAS over a 
few seasons. On a really good night it is surprizing what you can work. One 
night this past January, I turned on the radio and worked Germany, Poland, 
Hungary, Sweden, and Italy - all within a half hour. 


My antenna is a compromise antenna; a 45-foot, top-loaded vertical. Besides 160 
meters, it also covers 80 through 20 meters (it was published in Oct. '98, 
QST). The ground return system is pretty minimal with only 15 or 16 random 
length radials. I'd like to lay out more, but my property is covered with 
nearly impenetrable cacti. 


Having worked many stations using low dipoles it is my observation that they do 
a good job with close-in stations, but struggle with the increasingly distant 
stations (NVIS at work).

I use my 44 ft doublet with the feeders shorted together for a 160 M top 
loaded vertical. I feed it aginst 2 shortened radials. It is up 35 feet, and 
the radials at 10 ft. This works OK. Not great, just OK. I intend to put up 
something better. Work gets in the way. 


Thomas, AC7A, has a great antenna, and I have worked him on 160 M QRP. He 
has a good signal here, but a 2X QRP QSO was still a struggle. I have also 
worked Ade, WORSP, and others 2X QRP. QRP on 160M is a hassle, but well 
worth it. Contests help considerably. QRP SSB is very difficult and forget 
about 2X AM QRP over any distance! 


Many years ago, about 1967 I beleive, I operated the CQ 160 M contest using 

a 80 M dipole with the feedline ends shorted together. With a Johnson Ranger 
II, about 45 Watts out, I worked 37 states. It helped to be from SD, but it 

shows what can be done with simple gear. 


So, if you have a dipole, G5RV, or other center fed antenna, short the 
feedline together and use it as a top loaded vertical. A good ground helps.

I almost got hit with the Nimda virus. Fortunately Norton Anti-Virus caught 
it each time, but Nimda has a real "gotcha!" Just opening the email will 
infect your system. The virus code is in the text, not an attachment. 


Even though Norton AV blocked the virus code out of my system, it also 
caused the ISP to continue to download the infected email regardless of how 
many times NAV caught it and I deleted it. The server was reacting to the 
fact that my system had not completely downloaded and been acknowledged as 
being received OK. 


I had to go to the AT&T web page, log onto my email account, view the 
enqueued files and delete the offender at that level. 


Again, if you open and read an email containing Nimda, at least the variety 
I got, your system is infected. In my case, I got the Symantec program for 
purging the virus in case it got through the defenses. Fortunately, I did 
not have to use it (yet!).

I have used both the 20 by 20ft and the 33 by 33£t Inverted-L (using 20ft 
fishing pole and DK9SQ 33£t mast) and found both to offer good results either 
as station antler or for portable ops. I used 12 --16ft radials with both. 
Feed was 3000hm twinlead 


This antenna offered the advantage of both high angle and low angle lobes. 
The 20 by 20 was good for 80-10 and the 33 by 33 worked for 160-10m. No coils 
to mess with. 


For auto tuners on ALL bands you will need to go to 40 by 40 to get all 
impedance values below 800 ohms but normally you will be able to work 90 
percent of bands with auto tuner on on the forementioned 20x20 and 33x33. As 
you know the impedance will depend a lot on feedline and its length so you 
may have to experiment a bit for your application. 


Hopefully this will give some of you an alternative antenna to experiment 
with for your application and is relatively inexpensive.

If you have more vertical height width, like two tall 60 foot trees with 
only 30 feet apart, you might want to consider an elongated vertical loop. 

I have bee using one on 30 meters and it works very well. I scaled mine 
from the dimensions of a 10 meter loop given in the ARRL antenna compendium 
Vol. 6 which is a reprint of a July, 1996, QST article by K6STI. He 
dimensioned it so he could get a good match to 50 ohm coax. Mine is 17 feet 
by 34 feet. I feed in the middle of the bottom with coax and use a coil of 


coax for a choke. It hangs from two tall trees in the back yard. It is not 
vertical because I need to tie the two bottom corners to the roof of the 
house. So it is skewed off from vertical by about 20 degrees. Last week 
around 2300 UTC I was in a QSO with a station in Miami, FL.. Had to QRT but 
before I pulled the plug, I got a call from an OK1 who was listening in and 
just had to tell me my signal was a solid 599. The same night I worked a DL 
and a ES. I have about 30 DXCC entities since April. For half of them I 
was uSing a SW30+ and half with a K2. A little modeling shows that my loop 
is a little long but only by a half a foot or so. It has a little more gain 
than a dipole and a classic dipole figure 8 azimuth pattern. Being a loop, 
it is quieter than a dipole and a vertical. It seems to be a one band only 
antenna. My 105 ft. dipole seems to be at least an S unit stronger on all 
the other bands. I put it up because I could not work all that nice DX in 
Europe on the dipole since it runs East to West and Europe is off the end. 
The loop has its plane in the North to South direction so it is broadside to 
Europe.

I gave SS a try this last weekend to see what I could do from my minimal 
station. 


Rig K2 #2030 set at 4.9 Watts, speech processor on full. 
Ant A loop of about 62 feet of wire around my 2nd floor apartment 
bedroom. 


CT says that I spent 5 hours on the air, but I don't think it counts some 
of the time I kept trying 40 with no answers... Eventually I just tuned 
in VOA on 7.295 and went to bed. 


Breakdown 


Band QSO Pts Sections 

40 1 2 1 (tnx W2FU) 
20 8 16 6 

15 11 22 8 

10 59 118 21 

TOTAL 79 158 36 


I guess that makes my final score 5688. Believe it or not, this is a 
personal best for SS. Some surprizes - only DX was KP4. No Canada. Only 
1 area qso was with VT. No 3's. Only 4's were GA, NFL, and WCF. Worked 
a lot of CA, but no SB... Worked a fair number of 7's but no UT or WY. 


Often people had more problem with my call than with the exchange... I 
heard a few QRP's working others but never heard any of them calling 
CQ. Of course, I never tried calling CQ either... 


I worked a few new Band States for me (IN on 20; VT, NY and LA on 15) and 
a few new QRP states. (Long list...) 


The K2 worked fairly well. Before the next phone contest I should rewire 
the mic (Cheap RS CB microphone) so that it works without pushing the PTT 
and either use VOX or a foot switch. 


The antenna? Well, it seems to work OK on 10 and better than a dummy load 
on 15 and 20. Actually, I should give it better than that. If I could 
hear them on 10 and 15 I could work them (too many computers at QTH makes 
it quite noisy) and I could work about half of what I heard on 20. If 
this is what a 20 M full wave (by chance it worked out to be about that) 
does inside, I can easily see why people are pleased with their 80 M full 
waves outside free and in the clear. The K2 ATU can load it on all bands, 
but didn't give contacts on the night bands. It certainly works better at 
QRP than the commercial "Apartment Antenna" that I used a few years ago 
does at 100W. It also is better than always going to the Car to operate. 


I've had a few thoughts on how to improve low band performance... Any 
suggestions? 


1) Short both ends together and work it against ground 

2) Just connect one end and work it against ground 

3) Knife switch half way through the antenna 

4) Make it longer by running it through living room as well 
5) Make it longer by having some star shaped pattern 

6) Multiple loops? (Why only go around once?)

Antenna: 72foot crank-up tower with a 33foot boom 5 bander and a 24foot 
boom 40/30meter yagi stacked 11 feet apart on a 16foot mast. This structure 
is resonant at 1670 kHz. It is shunt-fed with RG-58 coax spaced 36 inches 
from the tower face by a piece of 1/2inch EMT conduit which is connected to 
the top of tower. The shunt-feed is matched with a series capacitor 
(remember the gamma-match?) and a pi network to the RG8/U coax feedline 
through a choke balun (54 ferrite beads on RG-303/U coax). 6 quarter wave 
radials are attached to the feedline braid (more short radials would be 
better but I'm lazy and my YL barely tolerates these). All the matching 
components are now in a water-proof utility box at the tower base, however 
they were all laid out on a piece of plywood covered with a plastic bag for 
3 years! The antenna plays the same either way, it just looks better now 
(remember the YL factor!). 


TX: 5 watts or 100 watts depending on what I'm doing, contesting or DXing. 
TenTec Omni 546C (with modified RX) or Elecraft K2 transceivers. 

100 watts is considered QRP by many top banders. 1.5kW is the norm amongst 
the DX and contesting community on 160 meters. 


RX Antenna: A tuned coax loop antenna with low noise preamp is used on 
those occasions when a local noise source fires up during a contest. 


Results: WAS, WAC and 54 DXCC using 100 watts from Arizona in 4 years 
49 states (need ME) and 5 continents (need EU) using 5 watts 
Several top ten QRP finishes in the ARRL 160 and CQWW 160 contests 


Lessons learned: There is no free lunch on 160! Big vertical antennas are 
required for DX even if you live on a coastal plane with a salt water view. 
Horizontal antennas are cloud warmers on 160. Change your dipole into an 
inverted L or a T (Jim Duffey's, KK6MC/5, antenna) with 16 tenth wave 


radials and you'll make much better use of all that wire. However you must 
make the vertical part at least 40' to get reasonable efficiency out of it. 
Radials do not have to be tuned or large diameter if they are placed on 
the ground. Maximum density of wire is what you are after, close to the 
vertical. If you want to learn from the master take a look through the 
material on W8JI's web page: http://www.w8ji.com/ The TopBand list on 
http://contesting.com is another good resource for antenna information. 


I hope to work many of you in the 2001 ARRL 160 meter contest December 7 to 9.
